Neither  the  service  of  said 
notice  nor  the  doing  of  any  acts  by  Lessee  aimed  to  meet  al  or  any  of  the  alleged  breaches  shall  be  deemed  an  admission  or  presumption  that  Lessee  has  failed 
to  perform  al  Ms  obligations  hereunder.  If  this  lease  is  canceled  for  any  cause,  it  shall  nevertheless  remain  in  force  and  effect  as  to  (1)  sufficient  acreage  around  each 
well  as  to  which  there  are  operations  to  constitute  a  drilling  or  maximum  aBowable  unit  under  applicable  governmental  regulations,  (but  in  no  event  less  that  forty 
acres),  such  acreage  to  be  designated  by  Lessee  as  nearly  as  practicable  in  the  form  of  a  square  centered  at  the  well,  or  in  such  shape  as  then  existing  spacing 
rules  require;  and  (2)  any  part  of  said  land  included  in  a  pooled  unit  on  which  there  are  operations.

Lessor's  rights  and  interests  hereunder 
shall  be  charged  primariy  with  any  mortgages,  taxes  or  other  liens,  or  interest  and  other  charges  on  said  land,  but  Lessor  agrees  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  at 
any  time  to  pay  or  reduce  same  for  Lessor,  either  before  or  after  maturity,  and  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  holder  thereof  and  to  deduct  amounts  so  paid  from 
royalties  or  other  payments  payable  or  which  may  become  payable  to  Lessor  and/or  assigns  under  this  lease.  If  this  lease  covers  a  less  interest  in  the  oil.  gas, 
sulphur,  or  other  minerals  in  all  or  any  part  of  said  land  than  the  entire  and  undivided  fee  simple  estate  (whether  Lessor's  interest  is  herein  specified  or  not),  or  no 
interest  therein,  then  the  royalties  and  other  moneys  accruing  from  any  part  as  to  which  this  lease  covers  less  than  such  full  interest,  shal  be  paid  only  in  the 
proportion  which  the  interest  therein,  if  any,  covered  by  this  lease,  bears  to  the  whole  and  undivided  fee  simple  estate  therein.
